It is safe, however, to 
assume, in the light of history, that 
when the discovery of gold was 
made in California, and the urgent 
necessity for cheap labour was 
realized, the Chinese labourers who 
flocked to the country were made 
very welcome, and were not in any 
way called upon to encounter the 
antipathies of the people among 
whom they dwelt. Since that time, 
however, Chinese immigrants have 
heen viewed with ever 
unfriendliness and dislike, 
the present juncture the position is 
one which causes grave concern.

cannot be denied, we believe, even 
hy those who are most deeply 
affected by race-hatred, nor 
others who have allowed their 
judgement to be warped by economic 
and other considerations, that the 
Chinese have been invaluable aids 
in the development of every land 
to which they have gone. The 
problem of how to secure sufficient 
cheap labour over and over again 
has been possible of solution only 
because of the unlimited supply of 
Chinese labourers which has heen 
available, This remark, it need 
hardly be said, applies with peculiar 
force und appropriateness to. the 
United States, in which country it 
is difficult to conceive how some of 
the great railway and other en- 
terprisey could have been under- 
taken profitably, or brought to a 
successful conclusion, without the 
assistance of Chinese labourers. 
Nor can it be contended that the 
need for such cheap labour no 
longer exists. “Despite a foreign 
immigration of a million a year 
mainly on the Atlantic seaboard, 
that part of the United States 
west of the Rocky Mountains is 
yet suffering from the scarcity 
and the cost of labour.” These 
are the words of one who is quite 
competent to express an opinion on 
the subject. The same writer 
contends that“ superabundant 
testimony from every Pacific State 
shows that a moderate immigra- 
tion of Chinese labourers would 
vastly increase the wealth of these 
States, and would aid in developing 
resources now running to waste and 
likely to do so for a long time to 
come.” These remarks, of course, 
refer more purticularly to Chinese

labourers the need for whom is 
unquestionably greater than that 
for any other class of persons. 
There is, nevertheless, an evergrow- 
ing demand for immigrants who 
rank somewhat higher in the social 
scale, The lack of domestic ser- 
vants, for instance, is a lack that 
might be met by the employment 
of Chinese in this capacity, for’ 
which they are eminently adapted. 
The question of the social status of

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RACIAL 
ANTAGONISM. 


September 23. 

‘THE Imperial desire for sugges- 

tions, having for their object the 
abolishing of the evils of race- 
jealousy between Manchus and 
Chinese, has been responsible for a 
debate of almost unprecedented in- 
terest at Peking. As reported in a 
letter we published from our cor- 
respondent at the Capital last week, 
for the first time in Chinese history 
the Grand Councillors and Minis- 
ters of State, who met to consider 
the question, arrived at their decis- 
ions by menns of voting. The re- 
sult was the adoption, by a major- 
ity, of ten important proposals 
affecting the future relationship of 
the two races. These proposals are 
to be submitted to the Throne, and 
it is expected that an Imperial 
Edict, dealing with the whole mat- 
ter, will be issued shortly. Now 
that their Majesties have become 
alive to the dangers that threaten 
the Empire so long as racial jea- 
lousy exists, no time is being lost in 
attempting to effect a remedy, 
though we can hardly believe that 
the animosity that has become so 
rooted in the minds of the two peo- 
ples during the past two and a half 
centuries can be abolished within a 
single generation by the adoption of 
any proposals, however drastic. 
Hatred of the Manchus was one of 
the causes of the Taiping re- 
bellion ; it was responsible, to some 
extent for the Boxer émeute ; it un- 
derlies almost every rebellion in 
China. Most of the secret societies 
are actuated by the same fecling, 
and though the march of centuries 
has softened the active hatred of 
the masses, racial antagonism is 
fostered, even at the present day, by 
the artificial barriers that still 
maintain the fiction of a conquering 
dynasty, and a conquered people. 
lad it not been for: these barriers, 
during the time that has elapsed 
since the Manchu conquest, there 
would have been a fusion of the two 
races—the conquerors wonld have 
been absorbed by the conquered. 
The Throne is now realising the mis- 
take of emphasizing these barriers, 
and we believe we are on the eve of. 
4 genuine attempt to abolish them, 

once and for ever. 

First and foremost, of course, 
stands the question of Manchu gar- 
risons. More than anything else, 
the presence, in some of the prin- 
cipal Chinese cities, of these use- 
less banner troops, has fostered 
hostility between Manchus and 
Chinese. There are twenty-two of 
these garrisons in the Empire, and 
their presence is a constant and 
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arrogant reminder to their Chinese 
neighbours of what their forefuthers 
suffered at the hands. of the 
Manehus. Each garrison is as- 
signed a portion of the city as its 
own, and the bannermen are sub- 
ject only to their own officers, even 
when they have committed crimes 
outside the limits of their own 
quarter. Forbidden by law to 
trade ; living, with their families, 
on the miserable pittance allowed 
them by the Government, the ban- 
ner troops lead a useless and idle 
existence. They are despised by 
their Chinese neighbours, upon 
whom, with a pride begotten of 
arrogance and ignorance, they in 
turn look down with contempt. 
In the garrison cities feeling be- 
tween the races frequently runs 
high, and even the children on 
both’ sides show open hostili 
Chinese and Manchus will not 
attend the same schools, The 
troops are notorious for their addic~ 
tion to the use of opium, and, as a 
rule, are not worthy of the name of 
soldiers. So long as these garrisons 
remain they constitute an artificial 
barrier between the two peoples. 
Before the garrisons can be dis- 
banded the law that forbids ban- 
nermen to trade must be repealed. 
They must be encouraged to earn 
an honest livelihood; and then 
their military allowances can 
gradually be ‘abolished. The cus- 
tom of appointing Chinese and 
Manchu Presidents to each of the 
Ministries, which was abolished 
last year, is another step in the 
right direction, as this duplication 
of office frequently provided an 
element of dissension. It is sug- 
gested that intermarriage between 
Manchu and Chinese officials should 
be encouraged, and that Manchu 
women should’ adopt the Chinese 
dress, This, it is to be hoped, 
will not be taken to include 
foot-binding, in which the Man- 
chus have always had the better 
of their Chinese sisters. The 
army, if it is to be relied upon in 
emergencies, must be recruited 
from both races, care only being 
taken to select the best men. 
Other suggested reforms are an 
alteration in the phrasing of 
memorials from Manchu ofticials, 
the conversion of Mongolia and 
Tibet into Chinese provinces, and 
the appointment of officials of both 
races, without favour, to all posts 
throughout the Empire. To pre- 
vent individual efforts to stir up 
strife it ix suggested that severe 
penalities he inflicted upon guilty 
officials. If these proposals are 
carried into effect a few more 
generations will result in the fusion 
of the two peoples. China has 






































often, in the past, absorbed the

nations who conquered her ; she 
will do so again if a fair chance be 
given her, with beneficial results 
on both sides. It was difficult 
at the time to see how any good 
could come from the dastardly 
assassination of the late Governor 
of Anhni; but looking backward 
we may yet see in it the origin of 
a wise and sincere attempt to fuse 
into a united whole the two discor- 
dant elements of this vast Empire. 


THE P. AND O. 
MAIL CONTRACT. 


September 24. 

Tue arrival from London of a 
copy of the mail contract newly 
signed hetween the Post Office and 
the P. and ©. Company may be 
our excuse for reopening so soon 
the subject of mails to the Far 
East. For the contract, which 
comes into force for seven years 
from February 1 next, reveals 
several very ‘satisfactory modifi- 
cations of its predecessor's terms. 
When = Mr. Runciman _ stated 
in Parliament that the Post 
master-General hud driven an 
exceedingly hard bargain with 
the Company, he claimed no 
more than what he was entitled to 
by the facts. The subsidy to the 
Company has heen reduced by 
£10,000, while important accelera- 
tions of service have been 
Rained. These results were 
not achieved without much care- 
ful preliminary thought. In 
1904, when the old arrangement 
with the Company which had 
existed since May 25, 1907 was 
continued with certain alterations 
by a supplemental contract. for 
three years, the Eastern Mail 
Service Committee pnt forward 
the brilliant. suggestion that com- 
petitive tenders should be taken, 
not only for through services 
between Great. Britain, the Far 
East and Australia, but for each of 
the component sections. It is 
worth noting, however, that, in 
spite of increasing competition in 
the carrying trade of the world, the 
P. and O. Company’s tender was the 
only responsible one made, What 
the Lords of the Treasury then had 
to consider was this : if they’ pro- 
longed the 1904 contract’ up to 
1912, the total payments, under 
the system of retrospective reduce 
tions, would amount to £2,205,000; 
whereas if the new contract were 
accepted the amount would be 
£2,240,000, since no retrospective 
reductions would be allowed for the 
previous three years, It was due 
to the influence of the India Office 
that the Treasury did not decide 
on prolongation. In view of the 
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improvement in ships, it was 
represented that better results would 
be obtained from an invitation three 
or four years hence for a new service 
to begin in 1915, than from an im- 
mediate invitation for one to hegin 
in 1912. eoree sa ae 2 
On these wider _ considera- 
tious, and for certain under-| 
takings as to the division of the 
subsidy, now fixed at an annual 
£305,000, between the British and 
Indian Exchequer, the Lords of 
the Treasury finally decided for the 
new tender. Between Brindisi and 
‘Bombay, the passage’is reduced from 
278 hours to 270, both ways ; be- 
tween Brindisi and Shanghai, from 
712 hours out and 718 Home, to 678 
and 694 hours respectively, extra 
time on the Homeward journey 
being allowed in view af the fact 
that the worse weather is then 
usually encountered ; and hetween 
Brindisi and Adelaide the passage 
is reduced from 662 honrs, both 
ways, to 638 ont and 650 Home. 
Two interesting stipulations also 
appear in the new contract. 
‘rst, that in general carrying trade 
the company is not to’ give a 
undue preference to the disadvan 
age of British shippers: secondly 
that the master and officers and at 
least three-fourths of the crew of: 
every mail-ship, and a majority of 
the board of directors of the’ 
Company are to be British subjects, 
How far such a proviso may be 
necessary, now or in the future, in 
view of the P. and O. Company's 
unique position, is, perhaps, a 
debateable question; but it. is 
satisfactory to see that Govern- 
ment is ‘on guard against a 
extension of the dangerous princi- 
ples of the Shipping Ring. The 
last proviso calling for attention in 
the new contract is that which 
removes the restriction of parcels to 
a maximum weight of 11 Ibs. 
While other provisions remain sub- 
stantially unaltered, there aro 
modifications enough in the new 
contract for the Postmaster-General 
to be congratulated upon having 
made a business-like and satisfac 
tory agreement with the Company. 
So’ far as Shanghai is concerned 
there is one small improvement 
which we should be glid to see 
introduced; namely,a post-box on the 
tender itself, so that letters might he 
posted at an additional fee upon the 
P.and 0. jetty, up to the last 
moment before the steamer’s de- 
parture. Such a system is in 
practice, we believe, upon some of 
the mail trains out of London, 
certainly upon those of France, 
whose postal service is much 
behind that of Great Britain ; and 
it should not be impossible, or even 
objectionably difficult, in Shanghai. 























THE LESSON OF 
BELFAST.

Mr. Rosert  Bratcrorp’s 
striking article upon the conduct! 
of the Belfast mob, which we re- 
produce to-day on another page, 
and Mr. Grayson’s no less. striking 
exhortation to that moh to assail 
policemen with bricks and broken 
bottles are interesting exemplars of 
the two currents into which social- 
ism, in its present state, almos! auto-| 
matically divides itself. These cur- 
rents have already received distinct 
names in other countries, notably 
in Italy, where socialist forces are 
divided into Revolutionaries under 
Signor Ferri, and  Evolutionaries 
under Signor Turati. The few 
weeks which Mr. Grayson has spent 
in Parliament, if not long enough to 
teach him how much he has to learn 
of manners and common sense, have 
been quite enough to stamp him as a 
champion of the Revolutionaries. 
On the other hand Mr. Blatchford, 
judging at least Ly his opinion of 
the Belfast riots, adheres to evolu- 
tionary soci ‘The names of 
these two parties sufficiently explain 
themselves : the revolutionaries are 
not afraid even of violence to attain 
their ends: the evolutionaries de- 
sire the same end, but would reach 
it peaceful modification of 
existing conditions. There is no 
reason to doubt that both parties 
believe faithfully in themselves and 























the efficacy of their respective 
methods. What they fail to see i 
that evolutionary methods are 


bound, at the last, to he over- 
whelmed by revolutionary ; that in 
the long run the milder current 
must merge into the more vigorous. 
Of this fact the Belfast strike 
affords irrefutable evidenco. It is 
the first great strike which has 
occurred since the passing of 
the Trade Disputes Act, an in-

To what 
extent that cure may he wrought by 
legislation is a not very hopeful 
question, especially in. the case of 
American Trusts which have boast- 
ed themselves repeatedly, and not 
without reason, to be above all laws. 
Congresses and Presidents, Both 
the Sherman and Inter-State Com- 
merce Acts have lived peacefully 
side by side with the enormities of 
Trnsts for several years; and only 
the example of President Roose- 
velt has begun lately to persuade 
men to regard them as possibly 
vital instruments. The bigness of 
the American Commonwealth, its’ 
great natural resources and the 
wall of tariffs with which it 





























unscrupulous men with easy means 
of evading law: and the effect of

BAD WINTER OUTLOOK. 

Owing to the recent furnine sonth of us 
the outcome of the harvests is watched 
here with even more then usual interest. 
The tall millet and ordinary millet crops 
have unfortnnately not been good at all. 

There was a serious lack of rain in 
July and early August which stunted 
the growth of the millet, whether for 
food stuff or fuel. Conditions are «till 
worse southwards. ‘To make matters 
much worse the beau harvest, owing to 
lack of rain when the pods were form- 
ing, will be practically a total failare in 
this whole region. The prices of grain 
fare even now away above the normal, 
and the outlook for the winter is any- 
thing but cheering. 

In spite of these discouraging condi- 
tious the building movement, to which 
reference has been made in this corres- 
pondence, is continving both in the 
city afd south suburb, Of course the 
high prices of grain and the fluctus- 
tious in the market quotations are 
sources of extra profit to those who 
possess either Innd or capital.

If the process 
be going on at other places it will lead 
to ndisplacement of postal income, for 
the stamps purchased here must be used 
elsewhere, and will there take the place 
of postage which would otherwise be 
paid in there. The extension of the 
postal money-order system is the ob- 
vious remedy, but in the absence of a 
al banking system it is impossible 
to transfer fands without heavy loss. 
We are fortunate in being situated 
on the border-line between two 
postal districts, those viz. of Tsinan 
[and Chinkiang, which are administered 
‘by wide-awake men, We have had 
the night-and-day service between 
here and Tsinanfa for some time and 
now we learn that our southern con- 
nexions are to be raised to the same 
standard, as well as being made a 
daily service.

‘The result shows the ammunition to 
bo quite serviceable and there is nothing 
to warrant a recommendation to the 
War Office for its withdraw 

My Chief Ordoance Otficer points ovt 
that a large proportion of the misfires 
reported are probably due to the condi- 
tion of the rifles; of forty now with him 
under repair, many have weak main 
springs, worn bolt heads and other 
defects tending to canse mistires. 

The whole have barrels over gauge 
which have to be exchanged, this would 
to m great extent account for inacenracy 
of shooting. 

With regard to defective cartridge 
cases fonnd in _ recently-received 
packages, split necks (which is probably 
the defect referred to) have been ruled 
by War Office letter No. 57/H-K/1106 
dated 3/10/1905 to be of no importance 
when slight. 

With regand to future supplies, the 
restriction under which ammunition of 
the oldest date in store must be issued 
first, has been removed as far as issues 
on payment to Colonial Government, 
ete. is concerned, and therefore although 
free issues will have to be of the 
oldest date, ammunition on payment 
will be of the latest date available.

Indian Branch.—The Captain-Super- 
intendent reports a ense in which « 
constable, recently dismissed, has ol 
tained other employment ata higher 
rate of pay than is isened in the Fore. 
His proposals for a special form of re- 
ggisteation for Sikhs will require further 
consideration and negotiation the 
authorities concerned, and in the mean- 
while the Council endorses the opinion 
that the gradual embodiment of all 
Indian watchnien in the Police Force 
is a matter which, with considerable 
advantage to the cctumunity, might be 
brought about. 

Sikhs will therefore be enlisted iu 
the Force beyond the number actually 
required for Police work, and thus the 
services of trained uniformed constables, 
under the direct supervision and control 
of the District Inspector concerned, 
will become available as watchmen at 
mills, godowns, offices, etc. Their pay 
and maintenance will be at the cost of 
the Council, who will collect from 
employers a charge fixed by tariff. This 
method has already been adopted with 
good results in a few instances, and, 
consequence of the drafts of recruits 
from India which arrived earlier in 
the sear, and of satisfactory recent loa!

Bubbling Well Cemetery—A report 
by the Health Officer draws attention 
to the advisability of proceeding with 
the scheme for a wall and mortuary at 
the Bubbling Well Cemetery which was 
omitted from the Budget for 1907 on 
financial grounds. Recent difficulties 
experienced in connexion with the 
bodies of persons dead of cholera have 
rendered this question acute, and the 
Council decides to proceed with the work 
so soun as may be possible. 

Sanitary anid Market Branches.—The 
Health Officer reports that the tendency 
during the past few years has shewn 
that the work of these branches is so 
intimately connected as to render their 
amalgamation desirable upon adminis- 
trative grounds. The certificates and 
qualifications for inspectors are practi- 
cally identical, and the increased work 
which will be involved in putting into 
force the new provisions of By-law 
XXXIV can only be carried out upon 
the lines suggested, or by a considerable:

by the Empress Dowager on the morn- 
ing of the 12th instant, Suddenly while 
they were consulting upon certain 
important affairs concerning the 
internal administration of China, 
to the atter amazement of the two 
high Ministers, Her Majesty burst tuto 
tears, declaring that the Chinese 
Empire was passing through such 
a dangerous time, with aggression from 
without and idiscord within, that she did 
not know what to do, nor which was the 
best acheme for the salvation of China. 
Then Her Majesty said that during the 
course of the last few months she 








officials in regard to the promised 
adoption of a constitutional administra- 
tion for Chine. Some of them 
prophesied that the Empire would 
become the scene of a great revolution, 
even bigger than the Taiping Rebellion if 
the constitution were really introduced : 
but others were of opinion that the 
country could only be saved from 
destruction or absorption by the Powers, 
by @ constitution. 

Suggestions are so conflicting that 
Her Majesty feels that she can 
only proceed by asking each coun- 
cillor his separate opinion. Upon 
this, both Prince Ching and H.E. 
Yuan strongly advised Her Majesty 
to adopt the representative system of 
government as soon as preparations 
permit ; adding that at such a critical 
moment Her Majesty should not listen 
to false counsel, but should exercise her 
own discretion in the sdministration 
of both internal and external affairs 
of State, for most of i 
oppose reform 
with then own private desires. 

The Fmpress Dowager then ordered 
their Excellenciee, Prince Ching and 
Grand Coancillor Yuan to read care- 
fuily all memorials and dispatches re- 
garding the grant of a constitution #0 
that the best proposals from Viceroys 
nd Governors may be selected for adop- 
tion. It is predicted that a definite 
date will be fixed before the roturn of 
the newly appointed three Imperial 
Commissioners, Wang, Yii and Ta, who’ 
will shortly proceed to England, 
Germany and Japan respectively 
to study the Constitutional Govern- 
monte of these three leading coun- 
tries. The new constitution ix to be 
introduced at the end of the next five 
years, counting from January 1, 1908. 

RACIAL ANTAGONIOM,

alertness and resource are necessary in 
ordinary ficld intelligonce duty. It is 
not, however, work which need takes 
very prominent part in the training of 
the Shanghai Volunteer Corps, for the 
whole Settlement would scarcely afford 
‘an arena large enough to test the ability 
roop of scouts.

THE TAFOO MARU. 


PROM OUR HUAIANFU CORRESPONDENT. 

















On the Yangtze River, 
September 20. 

I have just passed the wreck of the 
Tafoo. Marat fow miles below Silver 
Island (‘ Tsiaoshan,”” as the Chinese! 
calli) nearly hall way between Silver 

and the Tantu Light. The 
eco o bioced te tes Dot bank; a 
Chinese revenue cruiser is alongside, 
‘and both are surrounded by many sam- 
pans, evidently conveying relatives of 
vietims of the disaster and coffins for 
the dead. Our steamer, a sister boat 
to the one bnrnt, approached within 
200 yard and ‘anchored. A boat 
was jowered and the officers went 
across to inspect the wreck. , Our boat 
was also visited by a boatload of the 
Tafoo's crew. Viewed from the front, 
there was no indication of anything 
wrong, as the whole front part of the 





steamer remained intact, as far back ax| that 


the funnel. But as soon as we dropped 
down the stream, the destruction was 
apparent. ‘The ‘whole rear part of 
the steamer with the cargo rooms was 
burnt away, there being nothing left 
‘bat the discoloured bull and twisted 
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that it was beached close to the 
bank, indicates that it might hare 
been’ possible for all to 
reached’ the shore in. safety, had 
they not become _panic-stricken. 
Here is another sad warning of the 
necessity for a stricter inspection of 
the fire extinguishing and life-saving 
apparatus of every steamer, the provi- 
sion for which is often grossly inade- 
quate. Too often in the Chinese cabins, 
lifepresorvers and belts are conspicuous- 
[ly absent. 















TYPHOON 
AT HONGKONG. 





‘The typhoon which visited Hongkong 
on the 13th instant, although not 
attended with the devastating results 
which were caused by the fearfal storm 
of twelve months before, was yet more 
serious than the brief telegrams from the 
Southern Colony disclosed. Theapproach 
of the typhoon was known on the preced- 
ing Thursday evening when a heavy 
thunderstorm broke over the colony. 
The Observatory officials ordered the 
No. 2 signal to be hoisted at 9.30 p.m, 
‘and the three vertical lights appearing 
on the yardarm of H.M.S. Tam ar a 
‘on the Harbour Office fi in 
ed that a typhoon was within o S00 
miles radius. Next morning the 
typhoon had been located to the South- 
East and was estimated to be 125 miles 
away with a tendency to veer to the 
South-East. 

Thee shipping in port and the large 
ative water population took timely 
warning from the official bulletin. 
All bat the largest vessols sought 
shelter and those remaining payed out 
extra cable in order to cope with heavy 
‘winds and sea. Consequently when the 
fall brant of the gale arrived everything 
was in readiness on the water and it 











was only ashore that any damage was 
done. No life was lost. ‘The principal 
damage appears to have occurred at the 
New Gardens, wh ved such in- 
jury last year that it was estimated 
ten years would re 
quired to outgrow the damage. The 
streets were flooded, but the active work 
of the officials in clearing away débris 
and freeing choked drains prevented 
serious harm in this respect, and the 
storm wore itself out gradually with the 











irons above. Along the bank of the 
river, which is covered with reeds, one 
could see many pieces of coarse matting, 
each of which covered a corpse. In 
two places there were many lying to- 
gether, being plainly visible through a 
marine gl ‘The Chief Officer put 
‘the number of dead as 151; the num- 
ber of bodies recovered was 

eighty-seven. The late hour of 
the disaster (after one o'clock at 
night) doubtless accounted for the 
large number of deaths ; great numbers 
of people suddenly awakened out of 
», became bewildered, and in their 
fright leaped into the river and were 
jdrowned. It is reported that in the| 
stampede the boats vere all swamped by 
the crowds who pressed into them. 
The fact already Ellnded to, that the

Thongh 
those engaged in these pursuits may 
find the acquisition of the language 
best suited to their occupation 
useful enough for all practical purposes 
there inevitably come times when the 
individual is at a loss to express or 
conceal thoughts. For all 
+ scientists do not learn German, any 
more than all diplomatists learn French, 
‘and however laboriously men attempt 
to learn a tongue other than their own 
they are nearly always at a disadvantage! 
when confronted with a fluent speaker 
of his mother tongue. In any diplom- 
atic gathering this is especially notice- 
able. Many of the Delegates at The 
Hague neither spoke nor understood 
French. Despite a brave attempt at the 
age of seventy-five, to inaster French, 
‘Mr: Choate found it necessary to relapse 
into English when addressing the Con- 
ference ; the second German delegate 
ypoke his own language and to the 
majority of the delegates Spanish was 
the mother tongue.

From Chochiwon it is telegraphed 
that on the 16th instant fourteen in- 
surgents armed with rifles attacked

Tpookmyon two miles east of Chin- 
wi, Kyongki province, and binding 
the chief of a village took away two 
rifles. 

A gathering of insurgents is reported 
at a certain village between Ansong 
’d Songwhan on the Sconl-Fusan 
Tine. It ix stated that there are signs 
that five scouts of the insurgents stole 
into Songwhan, and that rioters have 
again assembled at Ansong. 

Captain Matsuno recently ordered to 
Chuksongdong east of Munkyong in 
North Kyongsang province reports that 
‘on the 14th hix detachment detecting 
several hundreds of insurgents supping 
‘at that town at once fired on them 
following up the yolley with m hot 
bayonet charge. Fifteen Koreans were 
killed and nine others wounded before 
the insurgents were utterly routed. 
The trophy consisted of forty fire-arms, 
‘a sword and a flag. There were no 
casualties on our side. 

The rioters in the direction of To- 
san, Whanghi seems, now 
number some four hundred. They have 
mobbed the military office at Tosan of 
all its arms and ammunition and have 
seized the greater portion of the arms 
in possession of the inhabitants there, 
At present they are, it is said, collect 
ing arms and cartridges at Anki, Kang- 
wondo.

MAGNETIC INSTRUMENTS. 


Sicawei is not an astronomical obser- 
tory in the trie sense of the word. 
Tt does possess a small telescope, by 
means of which the Fathers can photo- 
graph or observe the phenomena of 
the heavens, but the real work of the 
Institution ik the study of meteorolo- 
gical conditions, and the recording of 
seismological and magnetic observa- 
tions. Particular interest attaches to 
the latter at this time, ax, owing to the 
alvent of the tramways all the magnetic 
instraments are shortly to be transferred 
to Quinsan. By the courtesy of the 
Director of the Observatory the Shang- 
i Society of Engineers and Architects 
will this afternoon have an opportunity 
‘of inspecting these instruments, 
courtesy extended to a representative of 
this paper afew days ago. Father de 
Moidrey, who has been at the Observa- 
tary for nine years, kindly undertook 
the office of guide for the occasion. The 
first visit was to the small building in 
which the magnetic instruments are 
housed. In this building there are 
three rooms, In the smallest isa new 
and, to the tninitinted, very complicated 
earth inductor, or dip circle for showing 
the dip of the m 
ment is levelled 
galvanometer. It is then revolved by 
hand, and until it has been adjusted to 
indicate the exact dip of the magnet 
the galvonometer registers a cnrrent, 
When no current is discernible the read- 
igs on a dial are read by means of a 
roscope. The next room contains 
instruments for detecting the declina- 
tion, or variation of the compass. 
Each instrument is under a glass 
case, and consists of a magnet about 
five inches long suspended by a long 
silk thread or threads. A. inirror_ is 
ttached to each magnet, and any varin- 
tion can be read on a seale by means of 
‘8 telescope. By these instruments a 
declination of one-tenth of « minute 
can be ascertained, a figare of which 
the significance can best be understood, 
when it is realized that mariners: are 
able only to detect a variation of half 
degree—three hundred times greater.

‘The 
method employed. while shocing animals 
in Shanghai was to sling them. {n 
this case the animal was’ slung, and 
while in the sling straggled violently, 
hurting itself. It was quite impossible 
for the Horse Bazaar or their servants 
to prevent this injury. They were nat 
defending this suit in any spirit of 
hostility to the plaintiff. ‘They offered. 
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compensation which he would not 
accept, though they admitted no liability. 

Mr. Home said the defendant com- 
pany had offered plaintiff Tls. 20 for 
his pony. 

The No. 1 shocing smith of the 
Shanghai Horse Bazaar stated that he 
fitted the shoes ta the pony. When it 
was brought in it looked like a sick 
pony, When thoy began to pnt the 
shoe upon the off hind foot, the pony 
bogan to struggle badly, and they stop- 
ped work and went and told Mr. Noble. 
Tt had. been there before in February 
to be shod, but there was no difficalty 
then. 

Another shoeing smith gave corro- 
borative evidence. 

Jamies Noble, the foreign superin- 
tendent, said he ‘was called in by the 
Chinese and found the pony tied up to 
the slings. He examined the pony 
and it appeared to have a fracture oF 
rupture of a tendon in the off hind leg. 
It could only stand on three legs. It 
had not been worked for a considerable 
time. It had previously wen at the 
Horse Bazaar to be treated for sun- 
stroke. 

Dr. H. E. Keylock said the practice 
of slinging ponies in Shanghai was 
general. Two small bones in one of 
this pony’s hocks were fractared. ‘They 
shod about 1,400 ponies a month at 
the Horse Bazaar. He thonght the 
pony would not fetch more at public 
auction than Tls, 20, 

Fritz Pasche, the plaintiff, said he 
bought the pony four or five years ago 
for Tis. 65 and to break him to harness 
cost Ths. 30 or thereabouts. Hee valued 
it at Ths. 75, because nowadays pony 
would east hin so much more. 

His Lordship said that on the 
evidence he must hold the Horse 
Bazaar liable, and he assessed the value 
of the pony at Tis, 45. He allowed 
$20 costs.

of $250 from a prisoner in the cells on 
duly 19, and that the man was then on 
the Mixed Conrt He (Mr. 
Springfield) gave instructions that the 
man wust be arrested as soun as he 
left the Mixed Court premises, and this , 
was done. He called attention to 
several previous eases of extortion by 
ed Court runners which had oecurred 

in the opium shop opposite the Mixed 
Court, and pointed out that in this 
ease the accused admitted that he wrote 
petitions in this shop and also that 
hhe had received $100 from the com- 
plainant.

Tzo ‘Tse-lai, a tailor, residing in 
Chengtn Road, stated that a friend of 
his named Vung Foo, employed in the 
Customs service and residing in the 
City, brought $300 to the Court about 

«a0. This money was given 
to Koo Yung-chung, who was detained 
in the Mixed Court civil cells on a 
charge. Koo Yung-chung told 
wituess afterwards that he had given 
$250 of the money to a ruuner named 
sen Nyung-dav. This runner had 
promised to make peace between Koo 
and a foreign plaintiff in a civil case, 
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Several prisoners were detained 
the cells at the time atul saw the money 
paid by Koo to the ronner, who pro- 
Mise to pay $200 into Court. The 
balance of $50 was for “rico money.” 

* When witness reported the matter to 
Sergeant Johnson, Tsea Nyung~ian 
wax being detained by the prisoners in 
the upper cells and they refused to let 
him go as he had on several oceasions 
promised to get Koo released, 

Koo Yung-chung stated that he was 
the defendant in the Ferrari dyeing 
ease. Under the judgement in that 
tease he wax ordered to pay $1,000 to 
the plaintiff. As he was unable to 
pay, he was detained in custody at the 
Mixed Court. After some time he sent 
a petition to the Mixed Court Magis- 
trate, the result of which was that Mr. 
Brooks, Mr. Ferrari's attorney, agreed 
to accept $200 in settlement of hix 
client’s claim. On the 10th day of the 
‘6th moon (July 10), witness paid to the 
ranner, Tsen Nyung-dan the sum of 
$250—$200 to pay into Court in 
settlement of Mr. Ferrari's claim, and 
$50 for “rice money.” A few days 
Inter Tsen demanded another $5, which 
witness paid to him. Witness saw 
‘Tsen on several occasions after that 
and asked him if he had settled the 
ease, and Tsen finally told him that he 
had lent the money to # friend named 
Wong Ching-sung. He said he had 
not paid any money into Court and 
that he was unable to get the money 
back from Wong Ching-sung. 
the prisoners in the cell at the 
time saw witness pay the $250 to 
Tseu. 

Wong Zung-tex and Txx Sung- 
san, two prisoners detained in the 
civil cells, gave evidence that they 
and all the other prisoners in 
that cell saw the $250 paid over the 
table by Koo Yung-chung to the 
runner ‘Tse. They also heard the 
runner say that he would pay $200 
into Court. 

‘The defendant, Tsen Nyung-dan, 
stated that some time ago. friend 
named Wong Ching-sung asked him 
for the loan of $100 and witness bor- 
rowed the money from Koo Yung- 
chung. He told Koo at the time why 
he wanted the money. He never had 
‘more than $100 from Koo. ‘The state- 
ment made by Koo that he gave 
witness $250 was false. 

‘The prisoner was remanded in cus- 
tody for one week to allow him 
opportunity to refund the $250 to Koo 
Yung-chung and is to come up for 
sentence on Friday, the 27th instant.

THE ILLEGAL ARREST.

COUNCIL MINUTE 
September 27. 


Tue Minutes of the Municipal 
Council are unusually full of interest 
this week. It is satisfactory, in the 
first place, to notice the steady 
improvement in the cholera returns. 
Whereas on September 10, fifty’ 
deaths were recorded for the pre- 





vious week among the Chinese) 
population, and forty-one on 
September 17, this week the 


number has sunk as low as twenty; 
while at the same dates two, four and 
one cases, only, are reported among 
foreign residents. No doubt the 
gradual return of cool weather is 
responsible for much of this reduc- 
tion of disease ; but due credit must 
be allowed to the Health authorities 
for their energy in spreading 
information us to the best means of 
guarding against cholera, It can- 
not be long now before the quaran- 
tine, at present in force 
against Shanghai as un infected 
port, will be tuken off for this year. 
But the point for consideration is 
whether the inconvenience of 
quarantine might not be avoided 
altogether, at least in ordinary 
years, by extension of the Settle- 
ment’s limits for purposes of sanitary 
jurisdiction, on the lines already 
suggested by the Medical Officer of 
Health. Additional stress is laid 
on the need of such jurisdiction by 
the complaints of certain residents 
in the North Szechuen Road Ex- 
tension against an adjoining native 
slaughter house. The Municipal 
Council is precisely in the same 
position for dealing with this, as 
with similar complaints, against the! 
insanitary condition of the North 
Sinza district, which emanated from 
Markham Place last July. Repeated

As the Secretary to the 
Couneil points out : “to split the 
journey between the principal offices 
of the Settlement and the Public 
Recreation Ground into two sections 
is calculated to bring about severe 
criticism.” The certain and su- 
preme popularity of this route offers 
a natural temptation to make it as 
profitable as possible ; but this very 
fact should warn the Concessionaires 
against the danger of exciting public 
animosity where their wisest policy 
should be one of small profits and 
quick returns. On the whole it 
must be confessed that the notes 
upon the tramways are less remark- 
able for the information given, than 
for the information " withheld.

‘Tue Pakhoi correspondent of “The 
South China Morning Post "on Septem- 
ber 9 says: This remote corner of the 
province seems far from quiet yet. The 
soldiers, who were sent from the Capital 
some three months ago, scattered and 
repulsed the rebels for a time, but 
almost every week has brought tales of 
skirmishes, riots and plunderings—now 
by rebels, now by soldirs. ‘The latent 
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news from inland is somewhat grave. 
A large body of rebels has gathered at 
the city of Phongehing, 120 li from 
Chinchow, towards the frontier of 
Annam, "They are said to count 
amongst their number one hundred 
men on horseback, and are said 
to be well equipped with firearms. 
On the 3rt instant, these rebels took 
the city of Phongching and burned 
the District Magistrate's yamén. This 
unfortunate official, called Sung Chien- 
yuan, and his whole household, com- 
rising nineteen persons, were brutally 
murdered, not even women or children 
being spared ! 

The Inter movements of the rebels 
are not known, but the people of Chin- 
chow city are nervous. 

Admiral Li Chun, who has been 
appointed Pakhoi Chentai, is expect- 
ed to arrive in a conple of days with 
two or three troop transports carrying 
some 2,000 troops. Admiral Li has 
the name of being an energetic officer 
and will, no doubt, at the head of a 
strong body of troops, be able to restore 
peace to this district once more. 

THE BURNING OF THE TAFOO Manv. 
A telegram was received here on Fi 
day by Messrs, Gibb, Livingston & Co., 
from Mr. Petersen, Assistant Lloyd's 
Surveyor, who is’ st Chinkiang, as 
follows :— The superstructure of the 
Tafoo Maru is burnt aft over an extent 
of 160 feet. The hull is undamaged 
and the engines and boilers are all 
ight. ‘The vessel is fit to be towed to 
Shanghai and I recommend that this 
should be done."—The tow-boats Fuh- 
lee and Samson were dispatched from 
Shanghai last night by the Shanghai 
Tug and Lighter Company to tow the 
hull of the Tafoo Marn to Shanghai 
under the pilotage of Mr. J. Johns.

(CHINESE COOLIES. 

In connexion with anti-Japan feeling 
in America and British Columbia, 
deportation of Chinese coolies by the 
Japanese authorities has excited much 
comment here. Over 200 Chinese 
‘employed by the Kagoshima Railway 
have been discharged and fifty others 
consigned to Kobe were not allowed to 
land. This is said to be in accordance 
with an Imperial Ordinance of 1899 
which provides that the introduction 
‘of foreign laour should be forthwith 
authorized by the authorities concerned. 
Some Tokio papers object to the im- 
portation of cheap Chinese labour. But 
the Tokio “ Asahi” now asks why the 
‘authorities did not authorize the import 
‘of Chinese labour? The Imperial 
Ordinance is not necessarily intended to 
expel foreign labour, however, but 
Chinese introduce certain undesirable 
customs to Japan, including the sale of 
bogus lottery tickets. And if such bad 
customs were not controlled they would 
reflect upon the police and legal officials, 

THE “Asaur” 
thinks it unwise the Japanese authori- 
ties should take such attitude, in 
view of the immigration troubles on the 
Pacific coast. For here we find the 
JTapanese doing, in » small way, what is 
ing done to them on a more oxten- 
sive scale elsewhere. 
JAPAN'S POLICY 1X KOREA. 

Japan's policy in Korea is attracting 
much attention here, in view of the 
recent agreement concluded by Resident- 
General Ito following the bogus Korean 
deputation to The Hague. From well- 
informed circles I gather that the 
‘maintenance of order in Korea will be 
left chiefly to the police force which 
will be strengthened. The garrison, 
recently reduced to one division, will 
remain at that strength and the con- 
tingent which 
‘Koreas in connexion with the distarb- 
‘ances following the conclusion of the 
new agreement, is expected to be with- 
drawn in due course. An improvement 
of the judicial system ix proposed to 
obtain impartiality in legal affairs. It 
is ‘that the judicatare will be 
sufficiently improved to obtain the 
surrender of consular jurisdiction 
by foreign Bewers in Kores. Various 
codes will be, drawn up principal- 
ly after the Japanese pattern. 
Next, the development of national 
resources is proposed, particularly in 
agriculture. Agricultural banks will 
be established and funds advanced at)

peaceful and indus 
encouraged. This will materially 
improve the general character of the 
Japanese in Korea. As to mining 
enterprises, Japan has no intention to 
mobilize thea. ‘The Japanese author- 
ities will encourage the Japanese to 
rate frankly with foreign capital- 
ints for the exploitation of mines in 
Korea, It is Japan's intention to lay 
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the foundation of » monetary standard 
in Korea with local gold. 

Japan proposes to transfer Japanese 
farmers to Korea, but foreign countries 
are not expected to object to that, as 
the country and methods are uot 
suitable to foreigners.

RIFLES AND AMMOSITION. 

The correspondence which has passed 
between the Shanghai Municipal Council 
and the Hongkong Military Authorities, 
regarding alleged defective ammunition, 
is decidedly interesting, though it ap- 
pears that the views entertained at 
Hongkong, as a result of special tests, 
fare quite at variance to the firm cou- 
Vietions of local Volunteers, who have 
arrived at their conclasions after long 
and varied practices at the batts. It is, 
of course, possible that ammunition 
manufactured in 1900 should 
effective, that is if there is no flaw in it 
whatever. But in the local supply, 
unfortunately, flaws are not infrequent. 
One of the first considerations for the 
preservation of strength in cordite is 
that the shell should be airtight, but 
when eplit-necks are found that virtue 
cannot be expected. Again a true car- 
tridge should not endanger the eyes of 
marksmen by blowing-back, 
his standard of morality by missing 
And on the local rifle range blow-backs 
‘and split-necks and  miss-fires are 
caures of frequent regret. During 
the last three months the percentage of 
miss-fires has been nearly nine per’ 
thousand and if the rifles are the eause 
the rifles need replacing. 

LOCAL TEeTs. 

The Hongkong Military Authorities, 
while not considering that the ammuni- 
tion ik bad, find that the fault lies 
with the rifles. The tests made locally, 
howerer, were with now rifles in the 
handk ‘of the premier marksmen 
‘of Shanghai, under circumstances 
specially selected as tests ; and the 
general opinion ix that -the R. TL. 
ammunition is superior to the G. B., 
which hy its komewhat erratic conduct 
locally “has been christened“ Gone 
Bad.” Moreover the forty rifles sent to’ 
Hongkong were arms which bad not. 
been in recent use here and their 
condition was due to the gross careless- 
ness of Volunteers who took no interest 
in rifles oF rifle shooting ; and whose 
performances on the range would have 
not the slightest effect upon the staf 
or the keen competent Volanteers in 
forming an estimate of the quality of 
ammanition. 

The War Office has, of course, ruled 
thateplit-necks, when alight, do not affect 
the quality of the ammunition but the 
precise lentyth of the split necessary to 
‘cause deterioration is not specified, and 
split of } inch, which may be taken as an 
average, causes a slacknees in the sbell 
which would probably allow air to pene- 
trate to the cordite. But while unable 
to admit that the 1900 ammanition is 
unserviceable, the Hongkong auth 
ties readily agree to furnish ammunition 
of the latest manufacture on payment, | j 
Jand no one could ask for more than 
tt, Five lores, like gift bores 
‘cannot be criticized unsparingly. 
Hongkong Military authorities in 
ever been ready to assist Shanghai and 
this last instance leaves nothing to be 
desired. If ammunition is 
obtained it must be paid for. 
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MORE KEW RIFLES REEDED. 

The rifles sent to Hongkong for 
repairs do not represent the entire 
local stock of unserviceable arms, how- 
ever, for although the 8. V.C. armoury 
hhas improved very much in the last 
two years, owing to carefal supervision 
and the acquisition of some 400 
new rifles, = few hundred more 
are necessary to put the arm- 
stand in a satisfactory, condition ; 
then 100 new rifles » year would be 
ample to maintain an efficient standard. 
Much could be done, moreover, by O. 
©. units if periodical inspections of - 
arms were more nent. 

‘A growing desire is shown for Volun- 


be! teers to be supplied with match barrels 


at their own expense; for where they 
have to compete against Outporta and 
Ports to the South, naturally a wish is 
felt to possess the best weapons possible, 
‘To ensure this it would be necesery for 
the 8.V.C. to procure the barrels at 
wholesale prices, and a supply of refitting 
tools, which the armoury does not now 
possess. The cost would be about $20 
each for the best pattern government- 
viewed barrel. Higher results also might 
be obtained by the use of a first-class 
brand of ammunition, such as Eley Bros. 
303 Velopex. which carries » 150 grain 
bullet and gives a mozzle velocity of 
2,900 fect per second. Bat while 
every effort should be made to equip 
Volunteers with the best rifles and 
ammanition procurable, uniformity 
must not be lost sight of ; otherwise 
there would be developed a small section 
‘of marksmen who would romp away 
with all local events and destroy the 
general interest in competitions.

A box of these i 
tations ad been purchased in Soochow 
by plaintiffs’ foreign representative. 
“Pirate” and * Three Caporal " brands 
had been on the English market for 
twenty years or more and on the Shang- 
hai market for fifteen years.“ Sweet 
Caporal ” cigarettes were formerly in- 
troduced by American Tobacco 
C by W. D. & HO. 
Wills, whose interests had since been 
acquired by the plaintiff company. 
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Cross-examined — Plaintiffs were 
incorporated on October 1, 1902. Wit- 
ness declined to state. what their 
capital was. 

‘Mr. Teesdale submitted that questions 
‘on the plaintiffs’ capital were irrelevant. 

Mr. Phillips said he would abandon 
the question about capital for the mo- 
ment. 

PIRATICAL CoWPARISONS. 

Farther cross-examined — Witness 
complained that the‘Pirate” trade-mark 
had been imitated by defendants. He 
could not say what kind of pirate 
their illustration . Never hay- 
ing seen a Chinese Pirate witness could 
not state whether it was a pictare of 
one. ‘The word * Pirate" was at. the 
top of the packet. Underneath the 
picture were the words “ Cigarettes. 
W.D.& H. O. Wills, Bristol.” 
were no Chinese characters on the 
package; there was no Chinese idea 
‘about it as far as he knew—there might 
be in the colouring. Witness know 
the label. On the back there seemed 
‘to be a representation of a sea fight 
in two acts. So far ax he knew there 
was nothing Chinese about that; be sup- 
posed the whole idea was a foreign one. 
‘Witness had heard the Chinese name for 
these cigarettes, but he could not repeat, 
it. The name was known to every 
Chinese coolie in Shanghai. The man 
‘on the San Shing label appeared to be 
of the same class as the plaintiff’ pirate. 
‘Witness did not know it was supposed to 
represent a Chinese naval officer and that, 
it was s correct picture with the right 
facings, ete. There were some Chinese 
characters above the picture, but no 
English words saying Pirate.” There 
was nothing on the face of the package 
in English to show they were made hy 
W. D. & H. O. Wills. On the back 
of the package were two globes, one of 
which apparently represented the East 
ern hemisphere, with China coloured 
1 sort of yellow, and Chinese characters 
serom the map. On the ther globe 
was a picture of part of a dragon. Wit- 
ness had not made any inquiries as to 
the meaning of the Chinese characters 
on the package. He paid no attention 
to them. He did not know the 
characters above the officer meant 
“ Young China,” and those below “ The 
San Shing Tobscco Co.” This label 
had been in use about five months. 
Witness did not know that “San 
Shing" meant “ three stars” and that 
the trade-mark on side of the package 
was a representation of “ three stars ; 
it was an imitation of the plaintiffs 
own trade-mark. Witness had examin. 








the latter in smaller letters. The 


“Young China" ci had the 
words * Young Man of China” in large 
letters. Witness did not know coolies 
bought cigarettes singly, but he did 
know they were liable to mistake 
“Yonng China” cigarettes for « Pi- 
rates.” The cigarettes were sold at the 
sume price, retail; he understood the 
wholesale price of San Shing cigarettes 
was cheaper than “ Pirates." In Shang- 
hai “ Pirates" were sold at thirty-five 
to forty cash per packet. Recently 
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“Young China” cigarettes bad 
been sold for twenty-eight to thirty- 
three cash a packet. The name of the 
“San Shing” Company was on the 
bottom of the packets of their cigarettes. 
“SWEET CAPORALS” AND “TRIPLE 

RES: 
‘Taking “ Sweet Caporal” and “ Triple 
Crest,” the alleged imitation, witness 
said that the “ Sweet Caporal,” was a 
superior class of cigarette. ‘The general 
retail price in Shanghai was twenty 
cents per packet. The packets ore 
the name “Sweet Caporal,"” over a 
a cap or fez and underneath the 
name “Kinney Bros.” The figures 
fon the packet stood for the number 
of cigarettes in the package. Witness 
was not to say what constituted 
The teteleedosmurk. "On the top of 
the package were the large figures “999.” 
The San Shing cigarettes were called 
“Triple Crest." The packet bore the 
name of the company, with Chinese 
characters on either side. He not

in Chinese. Witness did not attempt 
to discover what the characters 
meant. If h did not pay any atten- 
tion ‘to. the characters he could 
not say whether the Chinese purchaser 
would. Witness was assistant manager 
of the plaintiff company in Shanghai.

Witness called the “Triple Crest” 
Inbel an imitation of that of the 
“Sweet Caporal” label. ‘Thero was 
nothing to cause the two brands to be 
mistaken by the European mind.

Mr. Phillips—It goes to the credit of 
company, and it is a matter which 
it is relevant for the Court to bar 
before it.

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COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE. 
PIECE-GOODS. 


Quite a large inter-native business bas been taking: 
place since the Mid-Autumn festival, and prices throughont 
are firmer, while holders are endeavouring to establish higher 
prices, the market already b to feel th 1 
important Tines of staples are in none too plentiful supp 
This has led to a considerable amount of inquiry for fresh 
supplies from Manchester, but more presumably in order to 
keep in close tonch with manufacturers’ prices than for the 
purpose of immediate business, as the level here is still. in 
nearly all instances, far too much below that of replacement 
for the gap to be bridged although business in a few favourite 
brands of 10-Ib, Shirtings is stated to have been concluded. 

‘The principal outlets that are at present supporting the 
demand, are Hankow and Newchwang, Szechuen buyers 
having so far confined their interest to the 
Bombay Yam. For the two first-named outlet 
been a fair amount of activity in clearances of purchases on 
hand of Fancy and Dyed Goods, and English grey and white 
goods, while in American goods Hankow has picked up a 
number of lines of American Drills and both Hankow and 
Newchwang have participated in purchases of American 
Sheetings, all from second-hands, the prices paid, showing as 
yet, no advance upon previous rates.

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NOTE ON PEKING CLOISONNE 


‘The manufacture of cloisonné at Peking has revived during the 
past thirty years, and the Peking Industrial Institute is paying special 
attention to this art, which it hopes to bring up to the standard of the 
old enamels of the Ming dynasty and the period of the Emperor 
Chien Lung. 

A few notes on the method of manufacture, as observed in the 
workshops of the Institute, may add to the interest of the goods. 

‘The base, whether vase, bowl or dish, is of copper and is obtained 
ready-made from coppersmiths. ‘The design is then etched on the 
copper base, and delicate copper ribands are shaped by means of 


pincers to follow the lines of the design, ‘These are now cemented in 





position by means of a special vegetable glue, fortified by a metallic 
composition which maintains the shape of the wire tracery whilst it is 
being annealed in a primitive oven surrounded by a wire cage 
containing charcoal, which is kept at a red heat with fans. 

When cool, the vase is scoured in an acid decoction and is now 
ready for colouring. An artist, supplied with a number of saucers 
containing all the colours he requires, now takes the vase and from 
memory, and without reference to any illustration, fills in the interstices 
between the wires (the cloisons) with the proper pigments. These 


consist of crystals with a base of saltpetre, and of a kind of calcareous 





sandstone found in the neighbouring hills. ‘The different colours are 





obtained by composition with iron pyrites, oxides of iron, or salts of 


ixed with rice 





lead. ‘The coloured crystals, ground to a powder, are 
water, and the resulting paste forms the base of the enamel. The 


colours are applied by means of a small trowel, and the operation calls 


for great skill and dexterity 



















When all the spaces are filled the vase is again baked in 
for a certain number of minutes, as decided by the expert in 
this operation. When cool, the vase is smoothed off with a 
returned to the colouring room, where all defects are made 
some cases several of the spaces may require to be done over 
when the now solid vitreous colour is chipped out and the 
refilled with paste. 

‘The vase is again baked and polished, this time with li 
on a lathe. The retouching, rebaking and polishing are 
until the desired result is obtained. ‘The final lathe polishing is 
with charcoal. 

“The vase is now ready for gilding, which is done by an ordinary 
galvanic process ; and a final polishing renders the article ready for 
the market.—(Extract from the Ovviciat Cataocur published by the 
Impertat CHinesk COMMISSION).
